Guthrie, however, in a table of his geography, flates us 
length to be 1200 miles, and its breath 645; which, pro- 
bably, ismearly aa accurate Ratement., |: is bounded on 
the eatl be the Mihi ppi ; on the fouth. by the gulf of Mexi- 
co; on the welt, by New Mexico, and runs iadefiaiely 
north, Aimofithe whole of this extentive region, 1s at 
prefent a mere wiidernels, through which roam oumerous } 
iribes of favages, But owing to its peculiar advan'agtous | 
fiiuation for commerce, its mild and falubriovs cline, | 
and the allombhiag feuluy of us fol, ke may altimarely, | 
become the garden of America, cootaining many flourith- 
ing towns and millions of civilized inhabitants, It is in- 
terfected by a number of excelleat rivers; on one of 
* which, « is well known, are as rich filver mines as any in 
Mexico, This is fuppofed to be one of the principal 1ea- 
fons why the exclufive navigation of the Miffiflippi has been 
fo much infilled upon by Spain.” The fouhern paris of | 
this country receive the refrething breezes of the lee, and 
are therefore not fcorched like thofe under the fame lati- 
tudes in Europe, The fummers here are comfortable ; 
and ihe wimers fo moderaie that cattle will live well with- 
out fodder, [is northern regions are equa'ly as cool, piea- 
fant and healthy as any of the eaftern fhates.
